FOUR BILLS READY TO-MORROW. 
There are four bills to carry into effect 
the lighting recommendations. The first} 
fixes.the price of gas, the second pro- 
vides for inspection of meters, the third 
the rates for electricity, and the fourth} 
creates a State Lighting Commission. 
Chairman Stevens said to-night after a 
talk with Gov. Higgins that the bilfs 
would not be made public until to-mor- 
row, or possibly Monday. : 

All the bills are short, except the Stats 
Commission bill, which, it is understood, 
covers about seven printed pages. It} 
provides for a commission with inquisi-| 
torial authority, competent to supervise 
and regulate the business of lighting com- 
panies in any way which the public inter- |! 
ests may demand. 

While the committee recommends es- 
tablishment of a ‘State Commission to 
supervise all public utilities, no such bill 
will be introduced. The committee be-} 
lieved that, as it was appointed only to) 
investigate the lighting situation, its bills 
should be confined to that subject. 

To say that the report of the committee 
created a sensation among the politicians 
here is putting it mildly. They were as- 
tounded by the radical recommendations 
it has seen fit to make. 

“It was thought that we could. be 
duced to fix up our report to suit the 
notions of a bunch of politicians and} 
representatives of so-called vested inter-| 
ests,”’’ said a member of the committee 
last night at the Ten Eyck Hotel. | 
* Chairman Stevens, backed up by Sena-| 
tor Malby, refused to yield an inch. We} 
did not seek appointment on this commit- | 
tee, and we felt that we did not propose 
to conceal or minimize any pf the facts/| 
we discovered at the instigation of any-

“We were informed that the counsel of 
the gas company early in the session had | 
advised the Directors to make a conces- 
sion on the price and that his suggestion 
was indignant'y repelled by one of the 

reat financiers of the company, who, it 
is aileged, said to him: ‘You confine 
yourself to the legal end, and I will take 
care of the Legislature.” That made us 
mad. I think that gentleman will have a 
very large contract on his hands when | 
he undertakes to ‘take care’ of the Leg- | 
islature on this proposition.

| Interborough Expects to Make First 
Payment to City Soon.

Brase-Framed One Brings $84—Cent 
Sells for $75. 


High prices were realized at the auc- 
tion sale of. the coin collection of J. A. 
Temple, C. E., which was held yesterday 
at the Collectors’ Club, 24 West Twenty- 
sixth Street. The feature of the sale 
was the bidding for the specimens of 
postal metallic currency. These are 
postage stamps of different values in- 
cased in frames of brass, which were 
issued by mercantile houses and hotels 
in New York City in 1862, before frac- 
tional paper currency came out, and on 
account of the scarcity of United States 
coins of the smaller denominations. 

One incased stamp of 90 cents, issued 
by Drake’s Plantation Bitters, brought 
the top figure of the sale, $84. The 24- 
cent issue by the same firm brought $41. 
A Kirkpatrick & Gault 90-cent stamp 
went for $78. A 90-cent J. Gault specimen 
brought $75, while another of the same 
issue, 24-cent, sold for $51.

EW LIQUOR LICENSES 
BROUGHT IN $7,000,000 


Six Thousand Saloons in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx.

BLOW AT BOND COMPANIES 


But Say Some Accusations Can Be, Were stolen from the trucks of Patrick! Liquor Dealers’ Association Goes Into 


the Business Itself—Saloon 
Inspection To-day. 


All licénses to sell liquor in this State 
expired at midnight. So far as could be 
learned last night there were very few 
saloon keepers who failed to obtain the 
new cértificates. The work of issuing 
them ended at 6 o’clock, and at that hour 
Deputy Commissioner of Excise Edward 
H. Healey said that jhe had collected 
over $7,000,000 for new and renewed 
licenses, showing a considerable increase 
in the number of saloons in Manhattan 
and the Bronx. The returns show that 
approximately there are 6,000 saloons in 
Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Each of these saloons is compelled to 
pay $1,200 for its liquor tax ecrtificate, 
and it matters not whether the place 
licensed is a little grogshop on Cherry 
Hill or a hotel café. The newly issued 
certificates do not bear the words “ hotel 
license,’"’ as many of the old ones did, 
for in issuing the certificates the Excise 
Department doés not inquire whether 
the liquor is to be sold in a hotel, a 
liquor store, or a saloon. 

The rush to obtain new liquor tax cer- 
tificates this year was not such as has 
heén witnessed in the past, for many sa~- 
loon keepers and brewers took advantage 
, of the notice issued from the State Ex- 
cise Department that the work of issu- 
ing new certificates would begin on

HE man who has amused and entertained mill- 
ions of his fellow-beings, who has made halt 
the English-speaking world laugh and: cry, 
who has given his fellow-men many a moment 
of happy forgetfulness of care and of trial 

has surely done as much for humanity as has the 
man -who-helped.a blade of grass to grow where 
never was a blade of grass before. 

Mr. Jefferson made one happy in more ways 
than one. In his art he touched and moved and 
pleased me. And his good-will and friendship I 
dearly prized. I remember one occasion when unwit- 
tingly and quite unconsciously he made me very 
happy indeed. It was at a board meeting of the 
Players early in the existence of that organization. 
Booth presided, Jefferson, Barrett, and Harry Ed- 
‘wards were present—there were giants in those days! 
Some unimportant motion was made, seconded—sec- 
onded, I think, by Jefferson himself—and was about 
to be put to vote without discussion, when I inter- 
rupted. 

I explained that I had been occupied, as Sec- 
retary, with the recording of. the previous motion, 
and other minutes, and that I- would like:to say a 
word or two upon-the subject, giving very simple, 
plain, matter-of-fact, practical reasons, as an officer 
of the club, why the matter, in the best interests of 
the club, should not at that time. be determined or 
settled. Jefferson, after'- a moment of hesitation, 
said: “‘I think Laurence is Tight.” Booth saw the 
expression of my face and cried: “‘ Look at the boy’’— 
our gatherings were always: very. informal—‘ Look 
at the boy, he is blushing. like a girl.”” And I was 
blushing like a girl, with pleasure, at the epithet. 
Jefferson, without thinking of it, without knowing it, 
iad called me by my first name, and for the first 
timé! It was a small matter to him. It Was not a 
small matter to me. Never realizing it, perhaps, he 
had thought of me as “ Laurence,” and had so, in 
public, spoken of:and to me!

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Evolution of the American Novel Since 
the Civil War—The “Scarlet Letter’s” 
Position in American Literature—

Demand in the Book World. < 


HE most impressive quality in a 
man’s life is the number of years 
he has lived. If he has passed 
them amid trivialities his age be- 
comes a forbidding example; if he 

has been a man with an instinct for cul- 
ture, with a delicate taste for delicate 
flavors, then the years hang together in 
his brain like a vine of rare and delicious 
grapes; pick any one of them, and you 
have the best in the market. 

When William Dean Howells began the 
path of literature hé® became one’ of the 
four or five men who represented it in 
America; that was, say, fifty-odd years 
ago. 

“Those were the days of small things,” 
said Mr. Howells, with a. smile; then 
looking down. from ‘those years at the 
present he added, half sadly and moro 
seriously, ‘“‘and these are the days of 
the big thing.’’ 

The “big thing” was a tiresome, irri- 
tating giant, caring more about muscular 
development than intellectual indulgence. 
To look at its handiwork made one won- 
Ger what it would do with the American 
story. 

Mr. Howells measured it figuratively 
with a little gesture of weariness as he 
grew his hand slowly across his eyes, 
those keen, kindly blue eyes that had 
allowed no ugly vision to destroy the 
quality of culture and good taste in the 


telling of it. 
+ + + 


Like Hawthorne, Lowell, 
Emerson,’ he had closeted 
his pen, and, sitting with his back to 
the window, had held ‘a mirror up to 
Nature ’’ and had seen the world outside 
go by, as in a vision before him. 

The vision was his own; he had slight- 
ed nothing that passed his study win- 
dow, and the mirror was a magic thing 
that poetized. Even to-day, though Mr. 
Howells is, to his utmost effort, a real- 
ist, it is a conservative realism, the 
truth of the twentieth century spoken in 
the gentler voice of a gentler literary 
past. ; 

But his literary intuitions were always, 
as they are now, singularly alert to the 
tendency of ‘the future, for years ago, 
@s far back as 1866, his enthusiasm was 
stirred by that most modern of novelists 
now, Henry James.

There comes to mind that jewel we owe 
te Plato, which surely ranks as one of the 
most precious of all our treasures: ‘“ We 
.ghould lure ourselves as with enchant- 
ments, for the hope is great and the re- 
ward is noble.’’ So with this enchanting 
dream, better than most realities, even if 
it be all a dream, Jet the dreamers there- 
fore dream on. The world, minus enchant- 
tng dreams, would be commonplace in- 
deed, and let us remember this dream is 
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pre- 


pacity with Henry Field, who was my 
chief on the Atlantic Monthly,” said Mr. 
Howells, recalling the: advent of a Henry 
James manuscript into that office, *‘ when 
my opinion was asked about a story by 
Henry James that was sent in as a con- 
tribution. I remember recommending it 
warmly, and saying, ‘ Yes, by all means 
accept it, and all other material you can 
get by the same writer.’ ”’ 

The name of the story was ‘“ Poor 
Richard,”’ and it dealt with the period of 
the civil war 

“Of course it showed the exceptional 
brilliancy of style and thought,” - con- 
tinued Mr. Howells, ‘‘that distinguishes 
everything Henry James writes. It was 
a three-part story. They would call it a 
novelette .to-day, which they ought not 
to, because there should be such 
thing. At that time we expected great 
things from the war story, but somehow 
or other our expectations were never 


realized.”’ + ‘. + 

I urged the author to trace the evolu- 
tion of the American story from the end 
of the war to the present day, that it 
might indicate the course of American 
fiction—its triumphs, its efforts, its neg- 
lected opportunities. It was 
subject to be thoroughly 
the. more or less trivial snapshot of an 
interview, but we touched the borders 
here and there of the purpose. 

“Those of us who lived by artistic tm- 
pulses expected great things in literature 
and art after the war. We lived then in 
a poetic period, we felt that after the 
great social upheaval would come flashes 
of artistic genius. The time had come 
to think, to feel with gentler, broader 
instinct than the hatreds of war had al- 
lowed us. The time had come for repose, 
for taking inventory of the inherent qual- 
ities of art that might be expected of a 
young country that had outgrown its first 
restless action of youth. In sculpture, in 
painting, in literature, we expected great 
strides after the social 
war.” , 

He paused a moment and sighed a bit 
wearily for the lost ideals, the failure 
of the scheme of art that Hawthorne had 
indicated in that American masterpiece of 
fiction, ‘‘ The Scarlet Letter.” 

“But the people turned to 
things,’’ I said. Mr. Howells 

“There came great 
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perity over the country, and_in the sweep 
of its on-coming it swallowed the sculp- 
tor, the painter, the writer. They turned 
their talents to commercial instinct, and 
neglected the self-sacrificing spirit of 
doing the things they liked best, per- 
haps. The triumph of that period was 
Hawthorne’s ‘Scarlet Letter.’ There is 
a book that has not been surpassed in 
American fiction. It has a distinguish- 
ing quality that makes it sfand alone, 
because it was a romance, which is quite 
a different thing from a novel. Haw- 
thorne attempted a most daring and dif- 
ficult task; he put his story back into 
the romantic atmosphere, language, in- 
stincts, and sustained it. It was the way 
he saw it, felt it, and could alone do it.” 

“What is the definite character of Ro- 
mance?’’ I asked, for the term, like 
many others in the present day, had no 
doubt been misapplied. 

‘I suppose a romance is a story of life 
in prose, the poetic vision of a story that 
could have been written in verse, and to 
accommodate this vision Hawthorne put 
the period and incidents back, gave it a 
veil of distance, emancipated himseif 
from actualities, created a world for him- 
by himself. You see, the novel is 
quite a different vision of a story.” 


+ +. + 


The form more especially than the mate- 
rial of the American story was born of an 
imitative influence. 

“All young writers have their models, 
the idols they prefer, those writers that 
are the nearest of kin to them tempera- 
mentally,’’ continued Mr. Howells. 

“The men who had the most influence 
upon the earliest forms of the American 
story after the war were Dickens and 
Thackeray. A. man who influenced the 
American novelist greatly also was 
Tourgenieff, the Russian novelist. His 
books have been more widely read in 
America than anywhere else; he saw the 
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‘America produces the best short stories in the world’ 
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form of his stories more clearly, perhaps, 
than Tolstoy, but where Tolstoy describes 
a huge area of vision Tourgenieff would 
take one corner of it.” 

Still, for many years the Hterature 
of America after the war was in the 
hands of the four or five leaders of the 
New England coterie; as to the'rest, the 
American story was in the main doing 
the small things then, copying in pale inks 
the inspirations of Dickens, Thackeray, 
Tourgenieff, Hawthorne, or the other New 
England writers. Then came perhaps the 
first individuality of American fiction, 
the historical novel. Mr. Howells was 
not enthusiastic in his reminiscence of 
this influence. 

‘There are not 
novels now, and I fancy 
is almost gone,’ he said. 

‘* And the next step in the evolution of 
home fiction? ’’ I asked. 

“The realism of the French authors 
had by this time cleared the ground for 
psychology,” said Mr. Howells. ‘“ They 
had been preparing it for years. The 
French naturalists or realists were neces- 
sary influences in.clearing away the un- 
derbrush of false sentimentalities, of 
artifical efforts. Zola was the man, 
who first drew attention to the value of 
the common things, the ordinary things, 
the groundlings of life, always with the 
ulterior faith of a spirituality in them 
that had been ignored. The French 
writers taught the people not to shrink 
from the things of clay and dirt about 
them that was much a part of the 
world as its ideals, and also taught them 
not to think about these things as being 
devoid of a spiritual significance.” 


+ + + 


It was the French, under the influ- 
ence of personal liberty, who then de- 
veloped in their litefature the satire in 
the public mind for Dukes and Counts, 
and the artificialities of titles. 
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Naturally this new note found a sym- 
pathetic echo in America. 

Dickens had idealized the common 
things of life, Thackeray had unearthed 
the snobs, Zola had Hiterally “let loose 
the undercurrents of human ugliness, and 
American fiction had taken up his in- 
spiration for the value of actualities in 


life. 
+ + + 


So the era of realism in fiction had 
been fairly started, and Mr. Howells be- 
lieved that it was the future mission of 
literature. But this matter of “style,” 
the quality in any written effort that is 
so frequently discussed, was it so impor- 
tant as the actual story? 

‘‘Young writers begin habitually by 
imitating the style of some well-known 
author,” said Mr. Howells. ‘“‘It will 
always be so; the young writer must, 
consciously or unconsciously, imitate the 
style of some one till he finds his own 
level. Often the student imitates the 
master he hates.”’ 

‘Ts it an important matter in a short 
story?’’ I asked 

‘“‘I consider the short story justly an 
American growth, and therefore it de- 
velops many originalities. The dramatic 
instinct is no doubt most evident in the 
short story. In plays, for instance, one 
does not get as close to a man as you do 
in a novel. Almost any short story gets 
printed somewhere, unless it is hopelessly 
bad, and there is a great mass of good 
stuff being written from all over the 
country now.”’ 

A great deal of 
strong, but crude in style. Compara- 
tively few writers had the quality of 
culture, for instance, which distinguished 
the work of Mr. Howells himself. 

“Culture, I suppose, is a love for the 
turn of things, the graces of a phrase, 
the choice of words, the distinction pos- 
sible in the revealing of a motive,’ said 
the author. ‘‘ Henry James, for instance,

always has an intangible distinction of 
culture in his writing, yet he not 
appeal to merely the. ultra-intellectual, 
for people who are not of the great world, 
who are not great readers or strictly in- 
tellectual, enjoy his books. Women who 
have keen intuitions find that he ex- 
presses for them just what they discover 
but cannot tell about. Culture in writing 
requires of the writer poetic insight, 
psychology, and philosophy, with an 
actual wide knowledge and intimate con- 
tact with the great world, and great 
people.”’ 

“Should the novelist seek 
thing in life?”’ 

“TI would not advise any writer to hunt 
for the big thing exclusively. If the big 
subject does not come to him, he is not 
likely to find it. Little subjects grow 
wonderfully sometimes; besides, life rare- 
ly behaves as fiction does, except in the 
best fiction, like Tolstoy’s, for instance. 
In fiction the clock strikes 12, and in 
five minutes it strikes 1; a+man dines, 
and then he dies. It is always the false 
thing that survives in fiction, though 
actual as an incident. One must neces- 
sarily sacrifice some naturalness to form. 
Tolstoy is formless, Tourgenieff is quite 
the opposite. The modern playwright 
is nearer the Greek unities, a standard 
ewhich demands unity of period, of time, 
of place, of action. I was particularly 
struck with this fact in William Gillette's 
play, ‘Secret Service,’ and yet when I 
talked with him about it he said he had 
never heard of the Greek unities; he 
had done it all by dramatic instinct. 1 
have no inconsiderable esteem for Clyde 
Fitch. He keeps on writing, nothing dis- 
courages him; he must have the 
fire of the dramatist in him.”’ 


+ + + 


‘Then there is a literature of instinct?” 
“Undoubtedly there is. A great deal 
of good literature being lost, missed 
somehow. I often wonder why it is some 
writers get the goby. In this instance 
I am thinking more especially of a man 
in England who has published several 
books of unusual ability in the psycholog- 
ical and sociological field. His name is 
Leonard Merrick, and he has taken up 
such characters as the journalist who is 
making journalism pay while he is work- 
ing in fiction, the actor who develops into 
management, the actress who struggles 
for success ‘and fame. His books are 
very shapely; they are of the moment, 
and told in a good kind of actuality. I 
don’t suppose you have heard of him, 
and yet Americans buy more books than 
the English. In England people are

HE war of the standards still ragos, 
metric, or decimal, or no change.

I thik 
the serious novel of the future wilt ‘give 
the writer's vision of what life 19 father 
than what it ought to be or it might Be, 
As to the classic novel, there are no Gage 
sic novelists, never has been but one, 
and her name was Jane Austen.” Mr, 
Howells said he knew little of the*mog- 
ern writers such as Robert Hitchens, 
Gertrude Atherton, or George Moore.

‘Reading is largely accidental; one is 
so busy these days working,” said the 
author quietly.

The question of the influence of the 
period on the writer or vice versa was @ 
matter governed by the law of. supply 
and demand. 

‘‘Supply comes first, and then the de- 
mand,” said Mr. Howells. ‘‘ They build 
a railroad into the wilderness, and then 
the people go there.” 

The opinions of editors upon contrib- 

manuscripts were largely guess- 
work. ‘‘An editor governs his judgment 
by what his readers have liked before, 
often rejecting something they would like 
much better, but no good thing in a 
story ever remains unpublished. Some 
one will read it, feel its truth, and print 
it, if it is true. I do not believe any one 
can write a novel, with rare exceptions, 
until they have lived at least thirty-five 
vears in experience of the world.” 
“ ‘The most cheering fact in Mr. Howells’s 
opinions, and they are based upon the 
most minute critical endeavors for many 
years, was this: 

‘““There is room for 
any kind.” 

And the most desperate fact was this: 

‘“‘“You sometimes hear people say that 
they are growing tired of a certain pop- 
ular author, but that is impossible; it is 
the author who is growing tired of. his 
work, and his readers are sympathetically 
tired with him.”

A Still More Perfect American Union. 


N America’s political domain, a similar 
evolution has been even more silently 
at work than in Britain during’ the 

past century, and is not yet exhaustet— 
the transformation of a loose confederacy 
of sovereign States, with different laws, 
into one solid government, which assumes 
control and insures uniformity over one 
department after another. The céntripe- 
ial forces grow stronger with the years; 
power leaves the individual States and 
drifts to Washington, as the necessity for 
each successive change becomes apparent. 

In the regulation of inter-State com- 

merce, of trusts, and in other fields, final 
authority over the whole land gravitates 
more and more to Washington. It is a 
beneficent movement, likely to resuit in 
uniform national laws upon many sub- 
jects in which present diversity créates 
contusion. Marriage and divorce laws, 
bankruptcy laws, corporation - charter 
privileges, and many other important 
questions may be expected to become uni - 
form under this evolutionary process. The 
Supreme Court decision that the Union 
was an indissoluble union of indissoiuble 
States, carries with it finally uniform 
regulation of many inter-State problems

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The State of New Jersey regulates these 
matters better. Its law is that there shall 
be no commercial netting of fish during 
the Summer months in its salt bays, and 
it enforces the law, This effective law 
was easily passed as a compromise meas- 
use. on the plea that the whole people 
wanted to fish with rod and reel during 
the Summer, without interference of 
pound nets. So in Summer the Barnegat 
Bay pound nets are taken up and set out 
in the ocean. Such a law in New York, if 
enforced, would in Great South 
Bay the greatest natural area of bluefish 
breeding and propagation in the world, 

The other enemies which serve to ac- 
count for the disappearance of bluefish 
when and where they are expected are 
sharks, porpoises, &c. These terrible car- 
nivores drive the blues and other species 
long distances from the shores. Notwith- 
standing all his enemies and all the bar- 
riers in his path, the bluefish in small 
schools at least enters clean salt bays 
and adds to the sport of the New Yorker. 
Their presence is easily detected at long 
distances with a field glass by their habits 
of leaping out of the water and showing 
in schools like an area of small waves 
breaking before the Summer winds. 

The first catboat to get into the school 
is detected by its quick tacking by every 
catboatman down to the very rim of the 
horizon. With great rapidity cats assem- 
ble from everywhere, squids are cast out 
to the leaping fish, and hundreds of blue- 
fish are hauled in on long lines. Trolling 
with a squid consists in sailing through 
the school and following its gambols until 
all of the school are safely on board the 
various craft. Away in the distance an- 
other cat is discovered, tacking through 
another school, then all the cats race 
away to get their share of the sport. 

For a time it is great sport to haul ifn 
bluefish at the end of a 300-foot line, but 
if the fish are large, weighing from ten 
to fifteen pounds, the recruit from the 
city is done after his struggle with three 
or four great fish. Hauling aboard a big 
bluefish is like pushing a freight car 
with the shoulder. If the fish run small, 
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the city angler will find his limit at or 
before he has landed fifty of them, and 
will be glad to quit, with the sensation 
that every bone in his body been 
smashed. For hours he can scarcely raise 
his arms, and the aches in a person will 
continue for several days.

Chumming softens the 
a luxurious method of landing the prey. 
Instead of sailing about and trolling, the 
cat is anchored in a channel of the bay. 
A hundred, or several hundred, moss- 
bunkers are purchased from the bait 
boat, which flies a red flag to distinguish 
its calling. A man grinds the mossbunk- 
ers slowly to pulp in a mill, from which 
a stream of the fragments and juices 
fall over the side of the cat into the 
channel and drift along with the tide. 

Anglers sit on camp stools holding long 
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The hooks are baited with 
pieces of mossbunker and float along 
with the pulp. If there bluefish 
about they greedily feed in the stream of 
pulp and naturally snap up the large 
morsels in which the hooks are con- 
cealed. When bluefish are plentiful the 
anglers on cat or sloop can readily 
land several hundred. 

In the photograph of chumming ac- 
companying this article the Captain of 
the cat stands directly behind the chum 
grinder. On the day when the snapshot 
was taken he alone landed 300 bluefish. 
He had made a lucky selection of an 
anchorage in the channel, close to a big 
sandbar, about 1,000 feet the 
Havemeyer Point Inn, near the entrance 
of anf in Great South Bay.

With all its discomforts, because 
lack ag good hotel accommodations and its 
exorbitant prices, there is no more lova- 
ble, pseasure producing, beautiful sheet of 
water in the world than Great South Bay. 
It has 600 square miles of very deep chan- 
nels, great sandbars, grassy flats and isl- 
ands, and a 300-foot-wide, white-sanded 
ocean beach, nearly seventy miles long, 
just over the slender rim of sand inclos- 
ing the inland sea. 

There are sportsmen who scorn to troll 
or chum for bluefish and angle for him 
with rod and reel. This is a difficult 
sport, but is accomplished by those who 
know how. There is no time for rod and 
reel work in pursuing a school of blue- 
fish, nor has one a chance for it in chum- 
ming, because of the immediate entangle- 
ment of Ines if a bluefish were allowed 
to run amuck. Chumming allows only of 
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swift work in landing the fish before he 
can entangle the lines of others in at- 
tempting to escape. The devotee of the 
rod and reel must combine several kinds 
of fishing and expect to land many spe- 
cies in order to get a few bluefish. He 
anchors his rowboat or cat over a bed of 
mussels, where sea congregate, 
which he has located by dragging a sinker 
on the bottom. When the sinker thumps 
it has struck a bed of mussels. Moss- 
bunkers are used for bait, being cut up 
into convenient pieces. 
The bluefish, moving

The first. thought was for the racing 
plant proper, and the great and complex 
system of courses received the attention 
of the builder at the beginning of the 
work, with the result that the several 
tracks, which include about three miles 
and a quarter of prepared or earth track, 
one mile and three furlongs of turf 
course, and a steeplechase field that is 
declared by cross-country racing men to 
be the best that ever was laid out in this 
country, were completed in the Fall of 
1903. The tracks then were left to settle, 
for age is necessary to the perfection of a 
race course, and for two Winters the 
weather and time have been finishing off 


/the supreme effort of the builder. 


Work on the buildings needed to thor- 
oughly equip the course went on'steadily, 
the only change in the constant progress 
toward completion being that as the time 
for the opening drew nearer there came 
more and more pressure on the builders, 
until about a month ago the construc- 
tion became a matter of working twenty- 
four hours a day, three shifts of men be- 
ing employed night and day, that all 
might be In readiness for the opening.

What will appeal to many racegoers as 
one of the novelties is the plan by which 
races will be run in what horsemen term 
the “wrong way of the track—that 
with the horses running with the inside 
nail to their right instead of to their left, 
as has been the universal custom on New 
York race tracks. The plan was tried at 
the Monmouth Park course when the big 
new track there was opened in 1890, but 
it then proved a failure because the 
horses were entirely unaccustomed to run- 
ning in that style, and results became so 
tangled and form so twisted that later 
the plan was abandoned and the races 
were run in the regulation method. There 
is small chance for any such fiasco at 
Belmont Park, however, for horsemen 
have been warned in time, and since last 
Summer have been getting ready to run 
the “wrong way” by training their 
horses to the new method. 


In many instances the yearlings were 
broken and took,their first gallops with 
the rail to the right, while all through 
the Winter and Spring, the training 
tracks on Long Island have been opened 
at regular intervals for the exercise of 
horses in the manner that they must race 
at Belmont Park. Most of the horses that 
wintered in New York have had the ben- 
efit of this training, and the trainers who 
have neglected the opportunity must take 
their chances, for there the Westchester 
Racing Association is absolutely commit- 
ted to the innovation, and there can be no 
change or compromise as at Monmouth 
Park, the permanent character of the

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As it stands now, the Belmont Park 
grand stand will seat 12,000 people, while 
the field stand will seat 6,000 more.

“The organizers, teachers, trustees, 
furniture makers, and parents have too 
often failed to’notice that children differ 
in height from adults, differ from each 
other, and that they have a_habit of 
growing. Even the most progressive in 
very recent years have not come to a 
thorough-going knowledge of these sim- 
ple facts, and have not made the school 
desks and seats conform accurately to 
them. What is needed is mechanical con- 
struction which will meet the differ- 
ences of each child in an easy and per- 
fect manner. The child's feet must rest 
lightly and* naturally upon the floor, 
with the knees bent at about a right 
angle, the body at the proper distance 
from the ¢ of the desk. This can be 
effected only by means of a seat that 
may be raised or depressed, and not at- 
tached to the floor. The leaf of the 
desk, in addition to being inclined at an 
angle of about 40 degrees, must be of a 
which the printed book

whereby the dominant eye (right eye) 
gets a free view of the writing field.” 

* Artists,” Mr. Gould proceeds, “ by 
means of long-handled brushes, &c, are 
able to gain a clear view of larger spaces 
about the point of the brush, pencil, &c., 
by grasping the handle several inches 
from the point. They are thus under no 
necessity of inclining the head and body. 
Also their canvases, easels, &c., are 
either vertical or nearly so, and this 
does away with the visual difficulty en- 
countered when the surface is horizontal 
or only slightly inclined. 

“The artist’s plan (like his tools) 
that employed by the Oriental scribe. 
The Chinese or Japanese grasps his writ- 
ing brush ‘from two to four inches 
from its tip, usually between the second 
and third fingers, (instead of between 
the thumb and forefinger, as with us,) 
and either upright or slanting away from 
the writing space to the right, and not, 
as our children are instructed, with the 
holder pointing toward the right shoul- 
der.

In ad- 
dition, Japanese and Chinese friends tell 
me, it is a habit of many to hold the 
paper with the left hand, in the air, and 
pitched at an angle of from 30 to 50 
degrees.’’ Moreover, the fact that Orien- 
tal writing begins at the upper right- 
hand corner of the page gives an evident 
advantage in seeing the writing field or 
letters which are being formed. A like 
advantage is also gained by the Oriental 
manner of running the lines vertically 
from top to bottom of the page. So the 
Oriental does not skew his paper about, 
and the writing is naturally vertical. 

Dr. Gould does not advocate the .adop- 
tion in the West of these strange (though 
obviously reasonable) Oriental methods, 
but he asserts that it should be the object 
of teachers of writing to obtain by some 
means the results the Chinese and Jap- 
anese compass—‘‘ the preservation of the 
erect hygienic posture during the writing 


act.”’

The body of the late Dowager Duchess 
of Abercorn, about whom much has been 
written in these columns, was buried, ac- 
cording to the Duchess’s expressed wish, 
in a grave adjoining that of her brother, 
Lord Wriothesley Russell, who died twen- 
ty years ago, in a small cemetery close 
to'Chenies Church. Among the wreaths 
sent to the grave was one of orchids and 
lilles from Queen Alexandra. The late 
Duchess could remember George III. For 
years she had given an annual fancy dress 
dinner at her Sussex home, Coates Castle, 
and it took place last Christmas as usual. 
Considerable time was spent by her in 
Ireland, where her father, the Duke of 
Bedford, acted once as Lord Lieutenant, 
and twice she occupied the Viceregal 
Lodge, her husband, the first Duke of 
Abercorn, being Lord Lieutenant twice. 

One of the Duchess’s favorite ornaments 
was a gold chain, to which were attached 
no less than fourteen lockets, each con- 
taining a picture of one of her fourteen 
children. She was seldom seen without 
this necklace and the origin of the orna- 
ment is interesting. Her first child was 
born when her husband was Marquis of 
Abercorn, and on asking her what orna- 
ment she wished to have to commemo- 
rate the event she expressed a wish for a 
locket containing the picture of the child. 
Thereafter he presented her with a sim- 
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bird diamonds. 
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All of the Dowager Duchess’s children 
and their children’s children were devoted 
to her. She was almost invariably pres- 
ent at every wedding in the family. The 
last one, that of Lord and Lady Kerry, 
took place in February of last year. Her 
favorite wedding present to her grand- 
children on their marriages was a brace- 
let to the bride, inscribed in diamonds 
with the word ‘‘ Grannie.”

One of the smartest examples of French 
millinery, just arrived from Paris and 
seen, at Delmonico’s, was a fine black 
chip having a five-inch brim, and a crown 
about an inch high. The brim undu- 
lated the merest trifle in the front, 
rose rather high at the left, and 
stood straight out at the right, to 
rise ‘at both sides and form three deep 
indentations at the back, the knife blade 
of the indentations showing at the outside 
of the brim. Black velvet ribbon two 
and a half inches wide, doubled and stif- 
fened with fine crinoline, rested, edges 
down, on the brim an inch from the 
crown. The ends of this band met at the 
right side near the back, and a bow of 
four loops was formed, with fine jet slides 
two and a half inches long fastened 
through the centre; the loops at the back 
were an inch shorter than the loops at 
the front; there were no ends; the bow 
was eight inches long. Where the brim 
was turned up in the back fat black os- 
trich tips were caught—three in all—and 
in addition to these a white tip curled 
from the back around toward the left 
side, showing from the front, above the 
left ear. 

Another smart and saucy-looking hat 
seen at the same place at the luncheon 
hour was of pale-yellow straw, with a 
low, mound-shaped crown, the brim wid- 
est at the back, and sblbping in narrower 
at sides and front. This brim was turned 
up all the way round, not abruptly, but 
sloping gently like the sides of a saucer, 
the edges of the brim rising above the 
crown and quite concealing it from the 
back and sides. A blas piece of panne 
velvet, soft, rather dark, green in hue, 
and four inches wide, was arranged 
around the crown in a rather stiff, wide 
fold—it being held in shape by a narrow 
bit of some sort of stiffening, and this 
ribbon was tied at the centre of the left 
side in a loose bow having two pointed 
ends.

Another and quite different hat, and 
this from Vienna, was a rather flat, oval 
affair with a decided brim that narrowed 
to form a modified point at the front 
but was almost square across the back. 
It was a fancy straw in wood brown, with 
a crown, following the shape of the brim 
and being of the same height, of écru 
lace over gold wire; the lace was real 
and was embroidered in dull gold thread. 
The brim was faced up half its depth 
with wood-brown maline shirred over 
golden gauze. Directly in the front of 
the hat, resting on the point, was a cloth- 
of-gold rose with shaded brown velvet 
leaves. Falling off the back, starting 
from the crown, and curving down each 
side and at the back to the nape of the 
neck, were clusters of cloth-of-gold grapes 
with mixed green and brown leaves. 

This unusually beautiful hat topped a 
gown of écru lace and wood-brown chif- 
fon broadcloth, topped by a cloth coat 
to match. This coat was a belted in and 
rather loose redingote, an entirely new 
shape. It had in the back two plaits run- 
ning from the shoulders to the girdle; 
these plaits were sharp points near the 
neck, but deepened into inch-and-a-quar- 
ter plaits just above the girdle, where 
they were cut off across and the edges 
turned in, the plaits standing out at the 
back over the girdle, which was of brown 
panne velvet; the girdle ends in the back 
were slipped through a large bronze 
buckle. In the front the coat did not 
close. A bias band of panne velvet three 
inches wide was set a quarter of an inch 
from the outer edges of the side and 
fronts; a quarter of an inch back of this 
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was a’strip of inch-wide brown silk braid 
in diamond designs. The under edges of 
the coat were faced with cloth of gold 
covered with, wood-brown chiffon. The 
girdle coming from the back narrowed 
down to a width of only a little over an 
inch in the front, being shirred into a 
narrow bronze buckle matching the large 
one in the back. The panne velvet and 
braid went down the skirt fronts of the 
coat and around the bottom, the velvet 
around the bottom being five inches 
broad. The coat skirts were laid in inch- 
wide side plaits an inch apart at the top, 
and these were stiched down some four- 
teen inches from the waist line; the fronts 
of the top, like the back, were a little 
loose, and bagged out a trifle over the 
tight girdle.

Five Chinese girls are now held as 
slaves by a Mott Street family, and Miss 
Clark has been unable to reach them. 
But she did manage to get word to them 
that whenever they could get away her 
home should be their asylum. And it will 
be.

How fondly he loved it and how he de- 
lighted in the seclusion and quiet of the 
place is a pleasant memory of his old age. 

Ofmce more he resumed his wanderings, 
on that last expedition when he climbed 
the far-off peaks of the Rocky Mountains, 
carrying the flag of the United States 
through the Yellowstone Valley and across 
wilds where it had never been unfurled, 
and bringing back treasures of the flora 
and fauna of that vast region.

After his death other houses were built 
the Manhattan estate, portions of it 
were sold, and_the name was changed by 
the new owners, who thought to honor 
him by giving it the name of “ Audubon 
Park.”’

That 
he rejoiced in the advance of art here and 
exulted in the patronage of his own 
trymen is shown in this extract from a 
letter to his son Victor in 1836: ‘* Our 
country is becoming more wealthy every 
day; science is looked upon with more 
congeniality every year; subscribers in 
this dear country of ours do not drop off 
unless they die. They pay punctually on 
demand, and to have more of them in 
this country than in Europe is a thing

which I think may prove of the greatest 
advantage and importance to us.”’ ; 

He had suffered a loss of $56,000 from 
the “dropping off" of the 
abroad, and though he was able, by great 
exertions, to obtain others, and apprecia- 
tive ones, he felt the satisfaction of 
curity among his fellow-citizens. 

The first (English) edition of “ The 
Birds of America ’’ was completed in 1839; 
the second (American) edition of the great 
work was finished in 1843. In the Spring 
of that year he started on the expedition 
of which I have spoken, to what was then 
the Far West. He was at this time sixty- 
two, but still full of activity, energy, and 
life. His home in New York had been 
completed in 1841; but, with all about

The‘ theoretical part of the education 
received on the St. Mary's is much the 
Same as that of any other boarding 
school, but in. addition to the regular 
Studies of English and mathematics, the 
boys are constantly instructed in the 
duties of their profession. They receive 
practical instruction ,in seamanship, in- 
cluding. knotting and splicing ropes, cut- 
ting, sewing, Setting, furling, and reefing 
the sails, as well as working the ship un- 
der all conditions.
